siderable Alaska Scotch - cure 
herring this year, recently sent 
out a’ letter cautioning packers 
as to the need for care in putting 
up the fish, He says: 

“I should like the herring pack- 
ers of Alaska to understand that if 
they take care, as advised by the 
U. S. Bureau of Fisheries experts, 
and pack this herring as it should 
be packed, they are always assured 
of a steady market, war or no war. 
It is essential that care be taken, 
and especially so in the initial 
year of packing. Nothing will 


hurt Alaska more than to have a 
few individual careless packers 
put iuferior- goods on’ the market. 
They will do themselves no good, 
and hurt the efforts of the U. S. 
Bnreau of Fisheries and also affect 
the price of the Alaska , Scotch 
herring. It stands to reason that 
on a new article a good impression 
in the first place inspires confidence 
on behalt of the buyers. It must 
also be taken into consideration 
that the market is a very long way 
from Alaska, and this year the 
buyers have to more or less trust 
to the judgment of their represen- 


_tatives who in turn have to see 


that no inferior packed goods are 
dumped on the market,’’—Pacific 
Fisherman,

WASHINGTON.—Scparate peace between Russia and Ger- 
many is inevitable unless Russia shakes herself free from the 
strangle hold of Bolshevicism, Russian officials predicted today. 
The official forecast at the Russian embassy is that Germany and 
Austria will comply with Trotsky’s ‘“‘No annexation, no contribu- 
tion, and self definition of boundaries” demands. 
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WASHINGTON, —The government is now operating four hun- 
dred merchant vessels all at a big profit which is being set aside 
for building more ships. 


AMSTERDAM.—The kaiser is preparing a message to the 
Vatican at Christmas offering to enter peace negotiations with the 
Allies, according to information from Berlin. 


ODESSA.~—Another battle is in progress today in the streets 
between Ukrainan troops and Bolsheviki guards. From the opera 
house Ukrainan machine guns have been firing on Bolsheviki who 
are replying with rifles. Bolsheviki troops have surrounded some 
Ukrainans at railway stations. 


PETROGRAD.—Heavy fighting at Odesaa was reported today. 
The Maximalists still holding port. Ukrainan troops are shelling 
them. The Boisheviki war office also announced today that their 
forces are advancing toward Kief. The Cossaek rebels are attack- 
ing Astrakba. 

LONDON.~—Ukraine Rada issued a statement declining to
